Claims 9 to 16 are pending in this application. 

DETAILED ACTION 

1 The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

2 Misnumbered claims 1-8 been renumbered 9-16. 

3 Claims 9-16 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (5,180,399) does not teach, disclose or suggest an agent for 
dyeing hair comprising a combination of a coupler and at least one developer of N-benzyl-p- 
phenylenediamine derivatives of the formula (I) as those recited in particular, the proviso (iii) 
wherein R4 is not a nitro group, a methyl group, a hydroxyl group, an amino group, a 
dimethylamino group, a bromine atom or a chlorine atom when R1=R2 = R3=R5= hydrogen. 
The oxidation base (developer) of Grollier fails to comply with the limitations of the claimed 
formula (I) with the proviso (iii) above, when the developer of Grollier that represented by the 
formula (I) required that a hydroxyl or an amino group be substituted at the para position of the 
phenyl groups. Further, the closest prior art does not teach or disclose N-benzyl-p- 
phenylenediamine derivatives of the general formula (I) or their physiologically compatible

water-soluble salts as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulations.
